BANDUNG, Indonesia, April 
20 (AP)—Red China’s Premier 
Chou En-lai this afternoon 
agreed to a compromise on the 
question of human rights at the 
Asian-African conference. 

The political committee, com- 
posed of the 29 heads of delega- 
tions at the conference, also de- 
bated more than three hours on 
the Palestine question. Seven 
Moslem countries offered reso- 
lutions demanding that the con- 
ference support implementation 
of the United Nations resolution 
on Palestine. 

Chou reportedly had refused 
at first to discuss a conference 
resolution on human rights 
based on the U.N. Charter. 

“How can I disciss anything 
under the U.N. Charter when 
we are not members -of the 
United Nations?” one source 
quoted him as arguing. 

Approves Resolution. 

However, he ended by approv- 
ing a. resolution stating: 

“The Asian-African confer- 
ence declares itself in firm sup- 
port of the fundamental premises 
of human rights as set forth in 
the Charter of the United Na- 
tions and takes noterof the de- 
mand for a common standard of 
achievements for all peoples and 
all countries.” 

(An earlier United Press dis- 
patch gaid that Chou’s tactics 
-in the political committee had 
resulted in an indefinite post- 
ponement of a projected eight- 
nation meeting to seek an end 
to the Formosa crisis. 

(The Colombo powers—India, 
Burma, Pakistan, Ceylon and 
Indonesia—announced the post- 
ponement after Chou’s early re- 
fusa] to accept the U.N. defini- 
tion on human rights and his 
injection of a point of proce- 
dure in the parliamentary ar- 
rangements for the political 
committee, the U.P. reported.

(Another United Press story 
said there was a report from 
London that India had coun- 
seled Red China to accept a 
temporary “stalemate” in the 
Formosan dispute in return for 
Nationalist Chinese evacuation 
of Quemoy and Matsu.) 

Chou supported an Afghan- 
istan resolution on Palestine, 
but asked that instead of includ- 
ing any reference to the United 
Nations resolution the confer- 
ence statement call for a world 
appeal on the Palestine ques- 
tion. 

Others Offering Proposals. 

The six other Moslem nations 
offering resolutions on Pales- 
tine were Pakistan, Syria, Iraq, 
Lebanon, Iran and Turkey. 

All took the line that the 
U.N. resolution on Palestine, 
critical of Israel, be imple- 
mented. 

Prime Minister Nehru of India 
said that while he supported the

UNION ELECTRIC CO, PLANS 
$232,000,000 EXPANSION 


Stockholders Learn of 5-Year Program to 
Keep Up With Expected St. Louis 


Growth. 


A $232,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram for Union Electric Co., to 
be carried out over a five-year 
period, was announced today by 
Dudley Sanford, executive vice 
president, at a meeting of the 
company’s stockholders. 

Sanford said such an expan- 
sion plan would be necessary 
if the company is to keep 
abreast of anticipated growth in 
the St. Louis area. 

He said the anticipated resi- 
dential load would increase 1114 
per cent each year because of 
widespread use of air condi- 
tioners and television sets. 
Commercial load increase is 
expected to be 5 per cent, due 
to new lighting methods in 
stores and office buildings. The 
industrial increase will be about 
7 per cent, he said, because of 
new machine tools operated by 
electric power and new lighting 
methods. 

A 250,000 kilowatt section will 


have to be built onto the Mera- 
mec plant and another new tur- 
bine will have to be added by 
1960, he said. <A transmission 
line from the Meramec plant to 
the Page avenue plant will cost 
$5,800,000 this year. 

_ Thirty district substations will 
be constructed this year at a 
cost of $57,500,000 and the in- 
stallation of 10,500 pole-type 
transformers to take care of an- 
ticipated increased residential 
loads will cost $4,700,000, he 
said. 

Two more floors are to be 
added this year to the service 
building at Eighteenth and 
Gratiot streets. This will cost 

Between 1956 and 1959, he 
said, the third turbine will have 
to be added at Meramec. It will 
cost an estimated $36,000,000. 

A new plant will have to be 
built in the St. Louis area at a 
cost of about $36,500,000. San-

A comprehensive real estate 
reassessment program for St. 
Louis county, to be started this 
year and completed within two 
fiscal years, was recommended 
in a report prepared for presen- 
tatién to the County Council at 
its meeting today, 


Prepared by the three-member 
special committee of the Coun- 
cil, the report further recom- 
mended .the work be divided 
into two “logical stages” which 
would reassess land values first 
and then the improvements on 
the land. 


Declaring it would be impos- 
sible to complete such a job in 
the current fiscal year, the re- 
port said: “Because of the 
urgency of the situation, county 
officials should make every 
effort to complete a substantial 
part of the revaluation and re- 
assessment jobs in time to pro- 
vide the basis for 1956 assess- 
ments. This should be done 
even though it may be necessary 
to curtail some county services.”

MAGISTRATES 
IN COURT VERY 


Some Average No More 
Than Two Hours a 


Day, Association Com- 
mittee Asserts. 


St. Louis magistrates spend 
very little time in their court- 
rooms or chambers some aver- 
aging no more than two hours a 
day, a committee of the Bar 
Association of St. Louis charged 
today. 

On the basis of a two-hour 
day, a magistrate is the highest 
paid officeholder in Missouri, 
receiving average pay of $13.46 
an hour, more than the salary of 
a Governor, United States Sena- 
‘tor or Supreme Court Judge, the 
committee said. 


Committee members, making 

a six-week daily inspection start- 
ing last Nov. 1, found that the 
majority of the magistrates were 
not in court by 10 o'clock in 
the morning during most of that 
eriod. 
“By 12:30 p.m. every day, the 
Magistrate courtrooms are near- 
ly deserted, and it is unusual 
for a magistrate to return after 
the lunch hour,” the bar asso- 
ciation’s magistrate court com- 
mittee reported. 

The report, which was ap- 

proved by the association’s ex- 
ecutive committee, was gener- 
ally critical of the administration 
of justice and procedure by the 
magistrates and constables. 
' John F. Dougherty, former 
sheriff who is now chief clerk of 
the Magistrate Court, receiving 
$6000 a year, was found by the 
committee to be devoting little 
time to his office. 

“During the period from Nov. 
1 to Dec. 10, he was seen on 
some days arriving on the 
fourth floor of the Civil Courts 
building at approximately 10 
a.m. and departing therefrom at 
approximately 10:30 a.m.,” the 
committee reported. 

The committee found that the 
constables were singularly un- 
successful in serving summonses, 
having a failure percentage of 
“not found” and “no return” re- 
ports on 34.2 per cent of cases 
studied by the committee. The 
sheriff’s office failed in only 6.5 
per cent on original summonses 
during the same period. 

The committee recommended 
that the practice of constables 
and their deputies in accepting 
“gifts” or “tips” from attorneys 
for the performance of their du- 
ties be referred to the prosecut- 
ing attorney for prosecution. It 
was said that such action con- 
stitutes a misdemeanor. 

Another recommendation of 
the bar association committee is 
that legislation be enacted to 
discontinue the offices of the 
10 constables for St. Louis, cre- 
ating instead one constable for 
the city, elected by the voters. 
The constable would then name 
his own deputies or use deputy 
sheriffs.

She entered and left 
the hearing room in company 
with grand jurors—a maneuver 
designed to conceal the fact she 
was a witness. 
The Kansas City jury indicted 
the two former policemen, who 
were then convicted. Shoulders 
was sentenced to three years in 
prison, Dolan to 18 months. 
The calling of Lenabelle Bell, 
maid at Costello’s home on Gur- 
ney court, indicates the jury is 
continuing its efforts to trace 
Costello’s movements at the time 
Hall was in St. Louis.

Attorneys for Dr. John Pun- 
hett Peters, senior professor of 
Yale University School of Medi- 
cine, told the court yesterday 
that his constitutional right to 


due process of law was violated 
when the Government dismissed 
him as a part-time consultant 
with a finding of doubt as to his 
loyalty on the basis of secret in-

WASHINGTON, April 20— 


Administration of the refugee 
relief act is a “complete failure 
and a national scandal,” Edward 
J. Corsi, ousted state depart- 
ment imigration expert, told in- 
vestigating senators today. 


Corsi said the act had mis- 
takenly been entrusted abroad 
to the consular service, which 
he called overburdened and un- 
sympathetic, and at home to the 
“security gang” headed by Scott 
McLeod, administrator of the 
department’s bureau of consular 
and security affairs. 

Judiciary subcommittee head- 
ed by Senator William Langer 
(Rep.) North Dakota, is trying 
to learn why Corsi, a New York 
Republican was fired April 10 
after only three months as 
special assistant to the Secre- 
tary of State for refugee and 
migration problems. 

Struggle Over Authority. 

Testimony from Corsi and 
McLeod filled out details of a 
continuing struggle by McLeod 
to make Corsi his assistant in 
both function and title. 

McLeod told the subcommit- 
tee he and Corsi agreed at the 
start that Corsi would be his 
assistant in fact, though not in 
title. He said he had learned 
more about this recently from 
Roderic L. O’Connor, a special 
assistant to the Secretary of 
State. 

“Mr. O’Connow informs me 
Mr. Corsi told him he couldn’t 
afford politically to be working 
for me,” McLeod said, adding 
that Corsi had told him confi- 
dentially that he intended to 
run for Senator from New York 
in 1956. 

McLeod testified he thought 
at one point that Corsi had 
agreed to become McLeod's .as- 
sistant in administering the act. 
Corsi moved into the deputy ad- 
ministrator’s office and McLeod 
left on leave. 

“On my return, I learned that 
Mr. Corsi had refused to sign 
letters as deputy administrator,” 
McLeod said. “He tore them up 
and demanded they be retyped, 
identifying him as special as- 
sistant to the Secretary.” 

Under questioning, McLeod 
admitted that he could not re- 
call that Corsi actually had 
agreed to accept the title of 
deputy. 

Corsi’s Version of Conflict. 

Corsi gave a different view 
of their struggle. 

“I made it clear when I ac- 
cepted the appointment that 
under no consideration would I 
come down to Washington as an 
assistant to Scott McLeod,” he 
said. 

Corsi said he was apppointed 
as a consultant to Secretary’ of 
State John Foster Dulles. He 
said one of his chief aims was 
to work out a cohesive policy 
for various State Department 
migration programs costing a 
total of $41,000,000 a year. 

“But McLeod was constantly 
trying te push me into the posi- 
tion of assistant to him,” Corsi 
asserted. 

Asked about his qualifications 
for the position, Corsi said: 

“I served three years under 
President Hoover, three years 
under President Roosevelt, six 
years under Mayor La Guardia, 
12 years under Gov. Dewey and 
90 days under John Foster 
Dulles.” 

‘In Hands. of Policemen.’ 

Takirg the witness chair after 
McLeod left it, Corsi read a 
prepared statement. Although 
he promised to “try to keep 
my Anglo-Saxon temper under 
control,” Corsi bitterly attacked 
McLeod’s administration of the 
refugee act: 

“The President’s refugee re- 
lief act is in the hands of police- 
men. It is a police job. 

“Mr. McLeod is police trained.

The Zoo’s new male sea ele- 
phant has not been eating well 


since he arrived, and today he | 


got a new routine to stimulate 
his appetite—vitamins and exer- 
cise. 

He was put back in the ‘sea 


‘lion pool after four days of 
forced feeding, high and dry 
‘in a pen adjoining the pool. The 


2500-pound animal was fed 30 
pounds of mackerel and herring 
a day, Zoo Director George P. 
Vierheller said. 

Non-eating is common among 
sea elephants and sea lions when 
they arrive in new quarters, 
Vierheller explained. It fre- 
quently takes from one to three 
months for them to resume nor- 
mal eating habits. Even in their 
natural surroundings, the direc- 
tor said, sea elephants will fast 
for as long as two months. 

The sea elephant cub, Vierhel- 
ler said, is eating well, and the 
female is making good progress. 
When the family’s eating habits 
are completely normal, fish deal- 
ers will be elated. The trio will 
consume more than 80 pounds 
daily.

EXPERT 1S HELD

He also said he 
made out the defendant’s 1947 
income tax return, the year the 
Government charges Smith had 
an income of $39,984 and owed 
a tax of $17,759, instead of the 
$3690 income he reported. . 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Charles H. Rehm was per- 
mitted to cross-examine Frank 
as a hostile Government witness 
after Frank returned to the 
stand today in the court of 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. 

Rehm informed the court and 
jury that the witness had given

Witness Can’t Remember. 


| Rehm asked Frank about a 
meeting with federal agents in 
October 1952, at which he was 
reported to have told the agents 
he had obtained information re- 
lating to apportionment of the 
Plaza Amusement Co. stock 
from Smith and several other 
company officers.

Frank said he obtained the 
information for Smith’s 1947 in- 
come tax return, “principally” 
from Smith. When the ac- 
countant asked for records, 
Smith was quoted as replying: 
“I keep no books or records.” 
He did tell Frank, however, that 
he received $2000 during the 
year in gambling gains. 

Edward (Ted) Wortman, broth- 
er of Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
is president of the amusement 
firm.

tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

Dr. E. A. Belden, director of 
the Bureau of Communicable 
Diseases in the State Division of 
Health at Jefferson City, told 
the Post-Dispatch he had learned 
from the Pitman-Moore Co., In- 
dianapolis pharmaceutical firm 
named to supply Missouri, that 


it had not received certification 
on its current supply of vac- 
cine from the National Institute 
of Health. 

The Institute, a branch of the 
United States Public Health 
Service, must test the vaccine 
for potency and safety before 
it is released. 

In addition, Dr. Belden said he 


had learned the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, 
which designates _ priorities 


among States, had not yet acted 
with respect to Missouri. He said 
the situation left the state un- 


certain as to delivery dates or the 


schedule of immunization dates. 
Missouri officials had been led 
to believe the state would be in- 
cluded in the southern group for 
which high priority had been as- 
Signed, he said. 

In the Highland subdistrict of 
the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health, which includes the 
four counties of St. Clair, Madi- 
son, Bond and Fayette, inocula- 
tions have been given in two 
days to between 6000 and 7000 
first and second-grade school 
children.

“Existing inequalities in 
assessments,” the report stated, 
“can be corrected only through 
a comprehensive, systematic 
and scientific revaluation and 
reassessment of all read prop- 
erty within the county.

A blanket increase of the type 
proposed by the tax commission 
would be grossly inequitable be- 
cause it would compound and 
aggravte existing inequalities as 
between individual parcels of 
property, the report said.

This was apparently a refer- 
ence to the likelihood that the 
county board of equalization 
would be swamped with appeals 
by taxpayers. 

Possible Confusion Pictured. 

“There could reasonably be 
anticipated a clogging of admin- 
istrative and judicial dockets 
and such a delay in the payment 
of taxes that the functions of the 
government, including the 
schools, hospitals, health depart- 
ment and police and fire de- 
partments of municipalities, 
would be completely disrupted 
end it might take several years 
to recover from such a shock,” 
the report said. 

Inequities would be intensi- 
fied by a blanket increase be- 
cause the tax commission’s or- 
der will shift a_ substantial 
amount of taxes from public util- 
ities, personal property and the 
inventories of merchants and 
manufacturers to real estate, it 
was noted. 

Taking note of proposals to 
lower the tax rate to compensate 
for the higher assessments, the 
report said there was a serious 
question whether certain low 
rates levied for special purposes, 
such as financing parks and li- 
braries, could be reduced, par- 
ticularly where the rate had 
been authorized’ by a vote of the 
people.

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Science- Minded Students pet 
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Their Talents at Annual Fair 


Young Exhibitors Display Wide Range of 
Interests — One Has $10,000 
| Betatron.

Scientific exhibits on subjects 
ranging from allergies to zinc 
went on display last night as the 
eighth annual Greater St. Louis 
Science Fair opened at Washing- 
ton University. 

The exhibitors — elementary 
and high school students—dealt 
with problems varying from sug- 
gested solutions for St. Louis's 
traffic problems to how to sur- 
vive an atomic attack.’ 

To any adults baffled by scien- 
tific developments of the mid- 
twentieth century, students 
would casually explain such 
processes as nuclear chain reac- 
tions and television. 

Visiting Hours. 

The fair, sponsored by the 
Post-Dispatch in co-operation 
with Washington University, will 
be open to the public today 
and tomorrow from noon to 9:30 
p.m. and from 9:30 a.m. to 10 
p.m. Friday, the final day. There 
is no charge for admission. Some 
1700 exhibits are on display at 
the university’s field house, Big 
Bend and Forsyth boulevards, 
Clayton. 

One of the most co.nplex ex- 
hibits is a betatron, a high pene- 
tration X-ray device. It was 
built by Robert Shantz, 17-year- 


old senior at Roosevelt High 
1 School. 


Although it is shielded by 
6000 pounds of lead, the appa- 
ratus will not be put in opera- 
tion during visiting hours, to 


javoid any possibility of danger 


to visitors. Shantz said the 
equipment would produce about 
2,000,000 volts. 

He spent four years doing re- 
search before building the beta- 
tron, which took about 1000 
hours of work over a period of 
a year. Although he values the 
machine at $10,000, it cost him 
less than $800 to construct, be- 
cause many corporations gave 
him materials, including the 
shielding lead. 

Shantz, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. W. Shantz of 3610 Bates 
street, plans to study nuclear 
physics in college. 

Another exhibit described how 
landing places for helicopters 


could be built and suggested 
such facilities to ease St. Louis’s 
automobile traffic problem. 

Even vistas of the atomic age 
were not broad enough for one 
far-seeing junior scientist, whose 
display showed a plan for min- 
ing on the moon by utilizing 
energy from solar reflectors. 

Several other exhibits offer 
indirect help to the moon miner. 
They dealt with rocket devices, 
frequently predicted as sofrces 
of transportation from here to 
the moon in the inter-planetary 
era, 

Crime Detection. 

New threats to the nation’s 
underworld were evident in sev- 
eral entries, encompassing scien- 
tific methods of crime detection. 
Other exhibits ranged from mod- 
els of sewage disposal systems 
to small-scale wind tunnels for 
testing aircraft. 

The displays cover six gener- 
al fields—biology, conservation 
and nature study, physics, chem- 
istry, engineering and physiog- 
raphy. 

The fair was opened to the 
public last night with talks by 
the Rev. Thomas C. Donohue 
S.J., vice president of St. Louis 
University; Leslie J. Buchan, 
dean of Washington University’s 
business school, and Norman R. 
D. Jones, general chairman of 
the fair. Music was provided by 
the Lincoln High School Band 
of East St. Louis. 

Judging took place yesterday 
and winners will be announced 
in Friday’s Post - Dispatch. 
Awards will be presented at the 
field house at 7:30 p.m. Friday. 

Prizes include 24 college 
scholarships, worth $23,500, and 
more than $3200 in cash awards. 
In addition, two students will 
receive expense-paid trips to the 
National Science Fair in Cleve- 
land, O., next month to repre- 
sent the St. Louis area.

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.| Eisenhower's Text: ‘Free Nations Need U.S., and We Need Them’ 


WASHINGTON, April 20 
(AP). 


OLLOWING is the text of 

President Eisenhower's 

‘foreign aid message to Con- 
gress today: 


O the Congress of the United 
States: 

I recommend that the Con- 
gress authorize, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1956, the 
program for mutual security out- 
lined in this message. The pro- 
gram reflects the greatly im- 
proved conditions in Europe and 
provides for the critical needs 
of Asia. It encourages private 
overseas investment and private 


enterprise abroad, fosters an in-| 


crease in co-operative effort, 
emphasizes loans rather — than 
grants wherever possible. I con- 
sider the program an indispen- 
sable part of a realistic and en- 
lightened national policy. 


The fixed, unwavering ob- 
jective of that policy is a just, 
prosperous, enduring peace. 
On this fundamental position, 
we base our broad approach 
toward our world trade, our 
military alliances, our exX- 
change of information and of 
persons, our partnership with 
free nations through the mu- 
tual security program. This 
partnership is rooted in the 
facts of economic and defense 
interdependence and also in 
the understanding and respect 
of each partner for the cul- 
tural and national aspirations 
of the other. 


The recommendations in this 
message are an essential comple- 
ment to the foreign economic, 
program outlined in my message 
of Jan. 10, 1955. That program 
is designed to develop the eco- 
nomis strength and the security 
of the free world through 
healthy trade expansion among 
the free nations and through an 
increased flow of investment 
capital particularly to underde- 
veloped areas. The lessening of 
barriers to trade in the free 
world is a vital component for 
the successful implementation of 
our national policy for security 
and peace. 

We must recognize, how- 
ever, that certain free world 
countries, because of the 
aftermath of war and its con- 
tinuing threat or because of 
less developed economies, re- 
quire assistance which will 
help them achieve stable na- 
tional health and essential de- 
fensive strength. The mutual 
security program is designed 
to deal with these specific 
problems in the national in- 
terest and in the cause of 
peace. The program stands 
on its demonstrated worth. 


Its cumulative success is es- 
pecially evident in western 
Europe today. The free nations 
there have attained new levels 
of production, larger volumes of 
trade, expanded employment, 
and rising standards of living. 
They have established strong 
defense forces which, although 
deficient in some respects, now 
constitute a significant deterrent 
to aggression and add substan- 
tially to the free world’s de- 
fensive power. Their own na- 
tional efforts and their co-oper- 
ation with each other are the 
prime reasons for their success. 
However, the United States Mu- 
tual Security Program and its 
predecessor, the European Re- 
covery Program, deserve an.im- 
portant portion of the credit. 


Western Europe Needs No Aid. 


The program I now recom- 
mend to you for fiscal year 1956 
proposes no economic aid for 
the original Marshall plan coun- 
tries in western Europe. These 
nations are capable of meeting

such support. Deliveries of arms 
from previous appropriations 
will continue under constant re- 
view to insure that the latest 
weapon developments and stra- 
tegic thinking are taken into ac- 
count. Our initial contribution 
toward the arming of German 
forces is already funded by pre- 
vious congressional action.

Most, excepf for Japan, 
have very little industrial ca- 
pacity. 

The requested authorization 
| includes substantial funds to 
| further our mutual objectives 
| jn this area. Of these funds I 
| suggest that we can achieve 

the maximum return if $200,- 
000,000 is set aside for the es- 
tablishment of a President’s 
fund for Asian economic de- 
velopment, with broad rules 
enacted by Congress for its use 
through loans and grants, and 
with adequate latitude to meet 
changing circumstances and to 
take advantage of constructive 
opportunities. 

To help assure the most ef- 
fective use of these funds, this 
appropriation should be avail- 
able for use over a period of 
years. Wisdom and economy 
in their use cannot be achieved 
through speed. A small, firm, 
annual commitment out of this 
$200,000,000 may prove in 
many instances to be the most 
fruitful method. 

Because of the continuing 
threat of aggression and subver- 
sion in Asia, a large part of the 
amounts requested for military 
assistance and direct ferces sup- 
port to build and maintain the 
defensive forces of our allies 
‘there. This includes the sub- 
| stantial costs of maintaining and 
‘improving the defenses of the 
‘Nationalist Government of 
China in Formosa and provides 
for military equipment and sup- 
plies for Korea.

At best, foreign capital as well 
as foreign aid can only launch 
or stimulate the process of creat- 
ing dynamic economies. In this 
light, the United States has the 
capacity, the desire, the concern 
to take the lead in friendly help 
for Free Asia. 


For example, we can assist in 
providing and mobilizing capital 
for useful and constructive de- 
velopment. We can encourage 
our successful private industry 
to join with the people of Free 
Asia in building their private in- 
dustry and facilitate the way. 
We can consult and advise on 
the means by which a free na- 
tion builds upon the initiative 
of independent farmers to 
achieve a steady advance toward 
better standards of living, in 
contrast to the mounting fail- 
ures of collectivist agriculture.

AEC Program for Those 
Needing Nonmilitary Se- 
crets in Private Business. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
~The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced last night a new 
program designed to simplify 
access to nonmilitary, but still 
classified, information on atomic 
technology. 

The system would affect quali- 
fied organizations and individ- 
uals seeking confidential or sec- 
ret data “for their own private 
purposes.” It replaces a pro- 
visional “indutsrial participa- 
tion program” which. made avail- 
able classified information in the 
field of reactor technology. 

Nonmilitary information classi- 
fied as “confidential, restricted 
data,” may now be made avail- 
able “to any person who can 
evidence a potential use or ap- 
plication of the information in 
his business, profession, or 
trade,” AEC said. 

The applicant must obtain a 
“simplified setufity clearance 
and agree to conform to all AEC 
security regulations. 

The AEC said the Government 
will waivé all rights in inven- 
tions and discoveries aris.ng out 
of access to such information, 
but it added, “The applicant 
will waive potential claims 
again:t the Government arising 
from the imposition of secrecy 
ordefs on pateft applications 
and for awards under the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1984.” 

Under similar conditions, AEC 
said, limited access may also be 
granted to certain “secret, re- 
stricted data.” The applicant 
would have to demonstrate that 
the information has “an imme- 
diate and significant effect on 
his business, profession or 
trade.” 

The commission said he also 
“must obtain a full security 
clearance, and the Government 


will retain royalty-free nonex-| ti 


clusive rights for governmental 
purposes in inventions and dis- 
-coveries which result from such 


access.”

Although Loveland twice ruled | 
against Brancato, Immigration |

said eatly this month that the | 
hearing examiner had been dere- 
lict in his duty and failed to 
develop ‘available documentary | 
evidence” in the case. 

Loveland found that Brancato | 
was deportable because of a | 
crime involving moral turpitude | 
committed within five yéars of | 
his entry into this country. | 
Brancato, a native of Italy, was | 
convicted of perjury at a Cleve- | 
land murder tfial in the 1930s. | 

Last March the immigration | 
appeals board reversed Loveland | 
and ruled that Bran¢ato should 
not be deported. April 6, how- | 
ever, the Immigfation Service | 
repealed its ruling. |

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‘Thunderbolt Geometry’ Guides 
Faster-Than-Shot Air Actions 


Air Defense Commander Tells of Tech- 
niques in High-Speed, One-Shot 
Maneuvers. 


NEW YORK, April 20 (AP)— 
Airplanes that travel more than 
1000 feet a second—faster than 
a pistol shot—and pilots versed 
in “thunderbolt geometry” will 
confront any aggressor attacking 
the United States. 

That was the word today from 
Gen. B. W. Chidlaw, commander 
in chief, Continental Air De- 
fense Command, with headquar- 
ters at Colorado Springs, Colo. 

The new technique being prac- 
ticed by the Air Force was de- 
scribed by Chidlaw in an ad- 
dress at a luncheon of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers. 

“We use the term ‘thunder- 
bolt geometry’ advisedly,” Chid- 
law said. “We no longer swing 
in on our targets in line, or 
with the pursuit curve: we come 
at him from right angles, which 
is the reason we refer to it. as 
‘geometry.’ 

“The reason we add ‘thunder- 
bolt,’ to our description is that 
our planes have the capability of 
coming on the target at 1000 


feet or more per second, and | 


that rate of closure is so fast 
the plane must be lined up on 
the objective and combat action 
started as much as 30 miles off. 

“This is a maneuver much 
faster than a pistol shot.” 

Plane-borne radar, ground ra- 
dar and electronic computers en- 
able the pilots to engage in air- 
to-air rocket-firing at these 
speeds, he said. 

“It is untried (in combat) and 
I pray to god that it never be- 
comes necessary that we have to 
try it,” Chidlaw said. 

“But should we have to, any 


potential aggressor who would | 


move against these pilots and 


radar observers would—I prom- 
ise you—meet some of the fin- 
est of the generation of men who 
have defended this country in 
other ways, past and present. 

“They would be meeting men 
who have been taught that they 
have one shot—and that that shot 
must be a good one.”

Suffering 
from the same cause and strug- 
gling for the same a‘m, we 
Asian and African peoples have 
found it easier to understand 
each other and have long had 
deep sympathy and concern for 
one another. 

Now the face of the Asian- 
African region has undergone

Our conference itself reflects 
the profound historical change. 

However, the rule of colonial- 
ism in this region has not yet 
come to an end and new co- 
lonialists are attempting to take. 
the place of the old one. Not 
a few of the Asian and African 
people are still leading the life 
of colonial slavery. Not a few 
of Asian and African peoples are 
still subjected to racial discrim- 
ination and deprived of human 
rights. 

The courses which we peoples 
of Asian and African countries 
have taken in striving for free- 
dom and independence may 
vary, but our will to win and 
preserve our freedom and inde- 
pendence is the same. However 
different specific conditions in 
each of our countries may be, 
it is equally necessary for most 
of us to eliminate a state of 
backwardness caused co-

Peoples of Asia and Africa 
have long suffered from ag- 
gression and war..

Mr. Garnholz Explains 
@o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your éditorial of April 17, “What 
Is This?” demands a full explanation 
by me to the citizens of St. Louis 
county for my action in filing a crim- 
inal information against Mrs. Vug- 
rich who at the Mosley ouster hear- 
ing testified also to her efforts to 
avoid prosecution for abortion. 

Your criticism is apparently direct- 
ed toward the fact that Mrs. Vugrich 
is a witness in the case against Dep- 
uty Hugh Bresnahan for alleged 
bribery. 


Before answering your questions, 
I should like to briefly review the 
facts. On March 25, 1953, Mary Vug- 
rich was ordered bound over by 
Magistrate Garrett for action by the 

and jury, atid was placed under 

500 bond (which is still in effect) 
to answer charges ne her in the 
Circuit Court for allegedly perform- 
ing an abortion. 

No action was taken against Mary 
Vugrich until after I took office on 
last Jan. 1. 


At this present grand jury, which 
is the first in my term of office, the 
alleged Bresnahan bribery charge 
and the alleged Vugrich abortion 
matters were considered. 

Mrs, Vugrich voluntarily appeared 
before the grand jury, without my of- 
fice making ahy promises to give her 
immunity from prosecution for her 
alleged wrong doing. The grand 
jury received her testimony on March 
31. On April 14, the jury was pre- 
sented with three indictments by my 
office, one charging Deputy Bresna- 
han with bribery and one with op- 
pression in office, and an indictment 
charging Mary Vugrich with abortion. 


The grand jury returned true bills 
against Deputy Bresnahan, but re- 
fused to consider the Vugrich indict- 
ment. Immediately after being ad- 
vised of this, my office reviewed the 


file and determined that 
required an information be 
ed against Mary Vugrich. 

Now, as to your first question, why 
did I “take such risk with the Bres- 
nahan case?” First, from a practical 
stafidpoint, Mrs. Vugrith was already 
under bond on the charge and was 
subject to no greater threat of sélf- 
incrimination after the information 
was filed than before. 

Also, if I did not charge her, Bres- 
nmahah’s attorney at his trial could 
properly argue that her testimony 
was “bought” with a promise of im- 
munity for her own wrong-doing.

Muddle in Penal Reform 


The Missour! Senate-House penal survey com- 
mittee has turned in its final report and quit 


work. Like the survey commission appointed by | 


Gov. Donnelly following the disastrous peniten- 
tiary riots of last fall, the legislative committee 
found a great deal wrong with the administrative 
apparatus of the Department of Corrections and 
with prison management and leadership. 

To their credit the Senators and Representa- 
tives are responsible for most of the pending pro 
posals for modification of the prison system, 
and many of these are first rate. But the. com- 
mittee was noticeably short of recommendations 
in the very areas in which they seem to be most 
sorely needed. 

We refer specifically to the fact that the com- 
mittee produced nothing concrete with respect 
to a building program for the correctional de- 
partment as a whole. Neither did it come up with 
anything resembling a blueprint for rebuilding 
the penitentiary. In each case it fell back on the 
device of pleading a lack of time and calling 
for further study. 

The committee has been on the job since the 
first of the year, and three and a half months 
may not seem long enough for dealing with the 
basic questions of prison policy that face the 
state. But considering the fact that the fine, 
professional report of the Governor's survey 
commission was complete and available when the 
legislators began work, more could have been 
expected. 

Nor has Gov. Donnelly exercised the leader- 
ship that could have been expected from him. 
Hé failed to translate his survey commission's 
excellent report into a concrete legislative pro- 
gram for the guidance of the General Assembly. 
His proposed $75,000,000 building bond issue 
does not include a specific construction program 
nor does it specify how the capital improvement 
funds would be divided among the penal, elee- 
mosynary and educational institutions. Since the 
legislative committee also has no recommenda- 
tions with respect to penitentiary construction, 
the voter is left in the dark. 


The Governor’s commission recommended con- 
struction of a medium security institution to ré- 
duce the size of the crowded and unwieldy main 
penitentiary. It also suggested that a separate 
unit for housing mental defectives and psycho- 
pathic inmates should be considered, as well as 
a maximum security unit at the main prison. 
Does the Governor agree with these proposals? 
If s6, why not say so? Perhaps then the Legisla- 
ture might act in the five weeks remaining to it.

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New Advance in Dirty Work 

It is too bad that the resourcefulness of Eng- 
lish, especially the vigorously spoken word, has 
not produced for the eavesdropper, the listener 
at keyholes, a name as descriptive as “Peeping 
Tom.”

Sadly, science—which never seems to care on 
which side it is—is giving this particular offense 
ever wider scope.

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A Man Who Fights Back 


Since the furore over the State Department's 
dismissal of Edward J. Corsi involves personall- 
ties as well as principles, it becomes important 
to undertand the leading personality, Mr. Corsi 
himself. 

The briefest biography of the man would state 
that his father was exiled from a part of Italy 
for agitating to.improve labor conditions. Corsi 
came to this country at the age of 10 and spent 
four days in a crammed dormitory on Ellis Is- 
land. He grew up in New York’s Harlem, work- 
ing as a lamplighter and messenger to pay for 
his education. 

He became a social worker, a United States 
Immigration Commissioner in the Hoover Ad- 
ministration and State Industrial Commissioner 
for Gov. Dewey. He cleaned up Ellis Island; he 
strived for better working conditions in his state. 

From this récord certain characteristics seem 
inevitable. Here was a man who was not given 
much and had to fight for what he got. When he 
won the opportunity, he fought for others who 
needed the help he never received. 

When such a man is called to the State De- 
partment to speed up a refugee program which 
had come wun-geared, and then is junked before 
he can get the job done because a Congressman 
throws unproved charges at him, what would he 
do? Retreat, keep silent and cover his head? 
Not Edward Corsi. He came out fighting and let 
the public know what a dismal failure the refu- 
gee program is. It was time somebody did.

People, Laws and Teaching 

Lawyers should be taught to pay at least as 
much attention to human beings as to the cases 
in the books, Dean Erwin N. Griswold of the 
Harvard Law School said in the Tyrrell Williams 
Memorial Lecture at the Washington University 
School of Law. And this puts the spotlight on a 
method of teaching law which has long been 
associated with Dean Griswold’s own school. 

Under the case-book method, students read a 
large number of selected decisions, each illus- 
trating a point of law. The chief claim for the 
method is that it puts emphasis on the “‘tools 
of the trade,” familiarizes the lawyer-to-be with 
the kind of professional research which will be 
a major part of his practice. 

From its inception, students probably quietly 
protested against the work-load involved. But 
there was no law teachers’ revolt against it until 
the University of Chicago reorganized its law 
school shortly before World War II. There it was 
decided that one year of the method was enough 
to familiarize students with the use of case 
books. After that, more direct instruction per- 
mitted coverage of the human activities which 
the law seeks to control. 

Now Dean Griswold says that the case books 
are at least partly responsible for some lawyers’ 
inadequacies in dealing with people. It would 
help, he suggested, if instead of thinking mostly 
of cases, lawyers were m@re responsive to the 
human aspects of crimes, damage suits, domestic 
troubles and even resort to the Fifth Amend- 
ment. There is no arguing against his point; 
laws are supposed to serve people. 

The chief difficulty has been to find time for 
eourses which integrate, say, eorporation law 
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and corporate accounting, or eriminal and domes- 
tie law with sociology and psychology. Chicago 
and the schools which have followed its exam- 
ple have extended the time spent in law school 
and reduced prelegal requirements. Even though 
important subjects were studied in the prelegal 
years it was being done without enough consid- 
eration of their bearing on the law. Do Dean 
Griswold's words suggest that there is something 
new in the wind along Mass. Avenue? 
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Some Facts at Bandung 
Any fears that the Bandung conference of 
Asian and African nations would turn into a 
carnival of Communist propaganda have been 


_ belied by the opening sessions. 


The delegates from Iraq, Iran and Pakistan 
all delivered vigorous speeches in which they 
made clear their opposition to all forms of 
colonialism, including Communist forms. And 
the warmest reception of the conference went 
to Carlos P. Romulo of the Philippines, who 
spoke wisely and effectively on two points. 

He reminded the former colonial peoples of 
two continents that with the passing of orthodox 
imperialism they must be on guard against “new 
and more insidious forms of imperialism that 
masquerade in the guise of liberation.” And he 
warned the dark-skinned peoples of these same 
continents that with the passing of racism in 
white societies, “we of Asia and Africa must not 
ourselves fall into the racist trap.” 

Romulo’s message, in short, was that the world 
does move. The Communists and some of their 
dupes in Asia and Africa often overlook that 
fact. They conduct stirring campaigns and coin 
ringing slogans against “white imperialism,” 
when in fact the historic forms of colonial ex- 
ploitation are dead or dying. They exploit the 
race discriminations which are disappearing from 
Western society with too little recognition that 
prejudice can be a two-way street. . 

So Romulo did both his own part of the world 
and the West a service when he emphasized the 
realities at Bandung. The Western world in gen- 
eral and the United States in particular just do 
not conform to the stereotyped descriptions of 
them offered by stale Red propaganda. 

It is for Westerners to understand that per- 
haps Asia and Africa likewise do not fit the 
stereotypes often applied to them. 

Meanwhile the immediate and urgent problem 
for both East and West is to dimitish the risks 
of atomic war. China’s Chou En-lai may have 
been talking double when he elaborated on his 
five points of peaceful coexistence, but at least 
he skirted the Formosa question in his speech 
and has agreed to meet privately with other 
Asian leaders to discuss it. 

The West will hope that Romulo, one of the 
conferees, will make clear to Chou another fact 
of life today—that the American people want 
peace in the Formosa strait every bit as much 
as anybody in Asia does. 
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Yes, It Is Flying 

Dirt is flying in the Plaza area after some five 
years of work, talk and frustrating delay. If all 
goes. according to plan, five and a half blocks 
will be ready for private developers by July. 

Assuming that the redevelopers are ready by 
then, St. Louisans soon may see a sample of 
what can be done to rebuild the slums and run- 
down areas of the city. And if the people approve 
the $110,639,000 bond issue, the Plaza redevel- 
opment project will be only the first of several. 

The bond proposal includes an item of $10,- 
000,000 to cover the city’s cost of acquiring slum 
property for redevelopment. This would stimu- 
late large-scale private investment, and that in 
turn would mean new industries, new jobs, new 
housing—a new St. Louis. 

The start of work on the Plaza project is im- 
portant in itself and as a symbol of what can be 
if only the city has the will to push ahead. 

What better way te keep the ball rolling than 
for the Board of Aldermen to suspend its rulés 
and, without further ado, call an election on the 
bond issue for May 26? Mayor Tucker has urged 
that course on the board. The aldermen can 
strike another blow for progress by concurring. 
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Machines, Stupid or Romantic? 

For some time we have been trying to reassure 
folks who fear machines with mechanical brains 
are about to replace the race of man. On the tes- 
timony of such eminent neurologists as Washing- 
ton University’s Dr. James O'Leary, we have 
been saying that man 80 far is using only a small 
part of his brain and that, surely, he can keep 
up with Univae and such. Now we offer the fur- 
ther solace of showifig that these machines are 
not a8 smart as advertised. 


The other day a beautiful red-headed secre- 
tary—at least The New York Times’s Meyer Ber- 
ger said she was beautiful and we prefer to have 
her that way—went to a bank and gave a teller 
$11.71 in cash for a registered check in the 
same amount. (She was planning to pay an in- 
surance premium.) The man went to a machine, 
pressed a few buttons. Out came a check which 
he slipped into an envélope and for which the 
pretty secretary said thanks. 

A couple of hours later a frantic posse of bank 
vice presidents rushed into her office: Thank 
heaven they had found her, and did she still have 
that check? Why yes, she was planning to in- 
dorse it and get it off to the insurance company 
on the way home. Hadn’t she looked at it? Why 
no. Well, would she get set for a shock and look 
at it now? Sure. And she did. The check was 
for $2,300,011.71. 


If these machines are no smarter than to be- 
lieve a check for $2,300,011.71 is a fair exchange 
for $11.71 in real money, who needs to worry 
about them? On the other hand, there may be 
more here than bad mechanical arithmetic. That 
machine may have felt that, more than anybody 
else it could think of at the moment, a pretty 
red-head ought to have $2,300,011.71.

Main Street, U:S.A., has been transported to 
Milan, chief financial center of Italy, as a part 
of that ancient city’s thirty-third international 
trade fair. Complete with average homes, super- 
markets, drug store, farm and factory, it is 
staffed with government and industry represen- 
tatives who explain the American way of life 
and American products and how they can be 
used by Europeans. The exhibit is reported to 
be doing very well. 

The Commerce Department recently estab- 
lished the Office of International Trade Fairs in 
order that American industry might be repre- 
sented at foreign expositions by something more 
than mere information booths and thus offer 
the Russians, who have been making the most 
of such fairs, some competition. The United 
States will be officially represented at 40 more 
fairs during 1955. The $5,000,000 that has been 
appropriated for foreign fairs will be money 
well spent.

The Press on the Corsi Case 


Eight newspapers take dim view of tumult over refugee program 
and ouster of Edward J. Corsi, refugee expert, from State 
Department; one blames refugee law itself; others accuse Secre- 
taty Dulles of appeasing his critics; some call it “cowatdice.’

Mr. Dulles, when he announced the 
appointment of Mr. Corsi to a State 
Department post last January, called 
him “the best qualified man in the 
United States” to help speed administra- 
tion of the refugee relief act of 1953. 
The facts bore this out. 

Now Mr. Corsi is out. Mr. Walter, 
Democratic Congressman from Pennsy]- 
vania, raised questions about his affilia- 
tions with subversive groups in the past. 
Mr. Corsi denied these charges cate- 
gorically; the State Department has said 
no question of security is involved, and 
emphasized the point by offering him 
another post. Nevertheless the way in 
which this whole affair has developed 
leaves implications to be candidly faced. 

(1) Any impression that the United 
States is not earnestly and seriously 
eoncerned with facing up to refugee 
problems and remedying the defects of 


the 1952 Immigration Act is bound to 


have harmful international effects. 

(2) An incident of this kind inevitably 
makes it more difficult to bring good 
men to Washington to devote them- 
selves to public service. 

The Administration of President 
Eisenhower is based upon humane and 
tolerant policies, and on the integrity 
that derives from the service of the 
best men: These things aré too precious 
to be shadowed even in a minor and 
passing way by an incident that is all 
too easily dramatized.

The office of Secretary of State is, 
next to the presidency, the most impor- 
tant single executive post within the 
Federal Government. The man who 
fills that is the representative of 
the U States to all the world, and 
therefore it is particularly important 
that he have the confidence and respect 
of the American people. The position 
of Secretary Dulles and the State De- 
partment in the Corsi affair has not, we 
regret to say, enhanced that respect. 

As Mr. Dulles has said, “craven pur- 
chase of peace at the expense of prin- 
ciple can result in destroying much of 
the human spirit on this planet.” This 
thought can apply to peace with Con- 
gressmen as well as to peace with the 
world.

Mr. John Foster Dulles, churchman, 
statesman and principal embodiment in 
the Eisenhower Administration of Amer- 
ican foreign policy, has perpetrated an 
act which seems to us morally shocking, 
politically craven and administratively 
not far from disastrous.

er the Soviet Government has 
made a big concession. If it is 
giving up something substantial, 
then what is it expecting to get 
in return? 

Now the concession is a big 
one. In agreeing to withdraw its 
troops from Eastern Austria, the 
Soviet Union gives up also its 
legal right, agreed to by the 
Allied and associated powers in 
the two peace treaties, to sta- 
tion troops in Hungary and Ro- 
mania. 


A Big Act of Appeasement. 


Under Article 22 of the Hun- 
garian treaty and Article 21 of 
the Romanian “all Allied forces” 
must be “withdrawn,” subject to 
the right of the Soviet Union to 
keep Soviet armed forces on the 
territory of the two states “as it 
may need for the maintenance 
of the line of communications of 
the Soviet army with the Soviet 
zone of- occupation in Austria.” 

The evacuation of Austria car- 
ries with it an international 
treaty obligation to evacuate 
Hungary and Romania as well. 
The parties to these treaties are 
the Allied and associated pow- 
ers, including India, and the ob- 
ligation could not be circum- 
vented by new bi-lateral Soviet- 
Romanian and Soviet-Hungarian 
pacts. 

In coming to its agreement 
with Austria, the Soviet Union 
must surely have known what 
was involved, and that assur- 
ances will be asked about the 
withdrawal of the forces. We 
are entitled, therefore, to look 
upon the Soviet action, if it is 
implemented, as a big act of 
appeasement in Europe. 

Hungary will for the first 
time have a frontier with non- 
Communist Europe and Gzecho- 
slovakia will have a much longer 
frontier. Vienna, which will be 
an unoccupied city, is made up of 
people of whom a very large 
number have family or other 
personal connections with the 
peoples of all the Danubian na- 
tions which once belonged to 
the Austro-Hungarian empire. 


Iron Curtain Still There. 


An Iron Curtain will, of course, 
still be there. But it will not 
be maintained by the alien 
forces of the Red Army itself. 
Moreover, once this large ter- 
ritory is evacuated by interna- 
tional agreement, it cannot be 
reoccupied except as an act of 
war. 

The magnitude of the Soviet 
action must reflect, it seems to 
me, a big re-appraisal of the 
European and of the world situ- 
ation. Remembering that almost 
always great decisions by great 
powers are made not for one 
simple reason but for many com- 
plex reasons, we may ask our- 
selves what has happened in the 
past year which could, in the 
eyes of the Kremlin justify so 
big an act of appeasement, which 
could justify the taking of such 
big risks by the Soviet Union 
in the orbit of its satellites. 

The two biggest developments 
of the year, which are relevant, 
are the ratification of the Euro- 
pean agreements to rearm Ger- 
many and to admit her to NATO 
and, then, the growing danger of 
war breaking out in the area of 


the Formosa Strait. My guess 
is that the Austrian decision is 
related to both of these develop- 
ments but that the trigger—so 
to speak—which set it off now is 
fear of war in East Asia. 

I do not doubt, as the Soviet 
press has itself pointed out, that 
the Austrian agreement is in- 
tended as a model for the Ger- 
mans to imitate, But I find it 
hard to believe that the Krem- 
lin would be giving up the bird

Germans in No Hurry. 


The effect in Germany was 
no doubt an important reason 
for the decision. But was it a 
sufficient reason? Ever since 
the Paris accords were ratified, 
the West Germans have been 
making it plain to all and sun- 
dry that they are not going to 
rearm in a hurry, that they will 
spend several years doing it, 
and that they wish to negotiate 
with the Soviet Union before 
they are rearmed. 

The German tide is running 
strongly toward making German 
rearmament and German mem- 
bership in the Western military 
system negotiable with the Rus- 
sians—and especially after Dr. 
Adenauer retires. So I am not 
convinced that the Kremlin is 
taking such political risks in 
Eastern Europe for the sole pur- 
pose of encouraging the Ger- 
mans in Bonn to go where they 
are already starting to go. 

It may be a wild guess, 
though I do not think it is, that 
the Kremlin has decided for ap- 
peasement in Europe in order to 
secure the Soviet rear in case 
of war in East Asia. 

There are some very silly and 
reckless men in Washington who 
think that the Soviet Union 
could and would stand by while 
we destroyed the Chinese war 
potential with “precise” atom 
bombs. In the Kremlin the 
choice of abandoning China and 
becoming isolated on the one 
hand, of a general war on the 
other, must seem a deadly 
choice. : 


Avoiding Two-Front War? 


I venture to guess that we 
are witnessing once again the 
classic Russian strategical action 
—which is at all costs to avoid 
being involved at the same time 
in a war both in Europe and in 
East Asia. The threat of Ameri- 
can deterrent power against the 
Soviet Union can in fact be ex- 
ercised only from Euro 
only, moreover, with the willing 
collaboration of the Western Eu- 
ropean democracies. 

What could be more logical, 
what could be more characteris- 
tically Russian—whether Czarist 
or Communist—than to do a 
great act of appeasement in Eu- 
rope in order to close the door 
to European intervention in 
case of an East Asian war? 

If the war can be limited to 
East Asia, the risks are still 
very great for every one. But 
for the Soviet Union they are 
not mortal risks. With Europe 
out of it, American power can- 
not be decisive against the So- 
viet Union, and the risk of in- 
tervening in order to help China 
would not be exorbitant: 

I have no way of knowing 
that my guess is correct. But 
if it is not, it is a remarkable 
coincidence that the Kremlin 
acted in Austria just as Peiping 
began to talk about war in For- 
mosa and just as Washington 
got itself entangled in the off- 
shore islands. 

Even if I have guessed wrong 
about the reasoning of the 
Kremlin, it is still true objec- 
tively that a policy of Soviet ap- 
peasement in Europe — marked 
by a withdrawal of Red forces 
—makes it safer for the Soviet 
Union to intervene if war breaks 
out in East Asia.

HILLMAN AWARD 10 
DANIEL R FITZPATRICK 


He Is Honored by Founda- 
tion for Editorial Cartoons 
on Great Issues. - 


Daniel R. Fitzpatrick, editorial 
cartoonist of the Post-Dispatch, 
received a $500 special award 
today at the annual presentation 
luncheon of the Sidney Hillman 
Foundation in New York. 

The award was in recognition 
of his editorial page cartoons 
throughout 1954 dealing “graph- 
ically and effectively” with great 
public issues. 

In a brief acceptance speech, 
Fitzpatrick said no one worthy 
of such a foundation award 
could regard it as “anything but 
the highest honor.”

“I have been made more

“Now his son, Joseph Pulitzer

Dean Griswold said the case 
of Dr. John P. Peters, now pend- 
ing before the United States Su- 
preme Court, would be decisive. 
Dr. Peters, senior professor of 
medicine at Yale University, was 
fired .in 1953 as part-time con- 
sultant to the Department of 
Health, Welfare and Education, 
on recommendation of a loyalty 
review board. 

If the Supreme Court should 
turn down Dr. Peters’s appeal 
and decide that he is entitled to 
no sort of judicial review, then 
it would be difficult for defend- 
ers of civil rights to proceed on 
other cases, the Harvard profes- 
sor said. At stake is the right of 
an individual to confront and 
cross-examine his accusers.

Michael Kurkjian, 21-year-old 
pianist from the East Side and | 
a senior music major at Wash- | 
ington University, gave a re-' 
cital last night at the Wednes- 
day Club. His performance con- 


cluded the annual series of the 
Artist Presentation Society, 
which previously this season had 
sponsored four singers tn solo 
appearance, 

Kurkjian chose an ambitious 
program which called for: cour- 
age and endurance. These he 
had in youthful abundance. Con- 
siderable innate musicality was | 
revealed as.the young man | 
played Bach, Schumann, Debus- | 
sy, Beethoven, Chopin and a_| 
Brahms encore. But also ex-| 
posed were technical deficien- 
cies. The most glaring of these, 
however, should be overcome 
with maturity and experience. 

The soloist seems to have an 
incisive rhythmic serse and a 
most reliable memory. But he. 
is given to excesses of pedaling 
that blur much of his playing 
and tonal treatment that is too 
often hard and brash. He has 
a penchant for punched-out 
staccato and other accents. 

The opening E Flat Minor 
Prelude and Fugue of Bach had 
a certain mechanical efficiency, 
but a little too much of the 
off-hand, warm-up manner. The 
Schumann “Carnaval” had its 
moments, particularly in the 
reposed passages. In three De- 
bussy preludes, the soloists evi- 
denced real sympathy for the 
music. The tone painting he 
brought to this impressionistic 
music was advanced beyond that 
of many young pianists. 

Beethoven's “Appassionata” 
Sonata was full of arbitrary dy- 
namic inflections. The andante, 
it must be said, had expressive- 
ness without sentimentality. But 
the allegro movements needed 
more architectural scope and 
better balance between the two 
hands. Too often the left-hand 
fell too heavily to produce over- 
weighted accent and_ tonal 
harshness. This tendency of | 
the left hand to dominate was | 
also evident in the closing A | 
Flat Etude and G Minor Bal-' 
lade of Chopin.

“Thus our accumulated needs 
between early 1955 and 1960 
will be about 7500 classrooms 
and. auxiliary units, about the 
same as have been built since 
1947,” he added. 

Some Cases of Need. 

“While we do have a few in- 
stances of school districts whose 
tax and debt limitations (which 
could be raised) severely restrict 
their capacity to build, generally 
speaking school districts in Mis- 
souri have ample resources to 
meet their building needs,” Bur- 


rowes said. 
“As of June 30, 1954, the 
total indebtedness, excluding 


bonds authorized but not issued, 
of all school districts in Mis- 
souri was reported at about 
$136,000,000. 

“With nearly six billion dol- 
lars in assessed valuation, total 
bonded indebtedness for schools 
could go as high as $600,000,000.

Tight Rein on Release. 

The Wilson directive put a 
tight rein on release of all 
military information. Hagerty 
said a few days later that Mr. 
Eisenhower feels there has been 
too much release of technical 
information which could be of 
value to a potential enemy. 

The Wiggins committee said 
one of the most disquieting de- 
velopments in the field of in- 
formation freedom has been 
“the recent obliteration of the 
line between classified material 
not available to the public and 
unclassified, technical material 
never classified at all or offi- 
cially declassified.” 

“Unless this attitude is clari- 
fied, it is bound to have a 
profound and paralyzing effect 
upon the flow of information 
to the American public,” the 
committee said.

The country and the President 
himself had responded adversely 
to the apparent Carney implica- 
tion that United States forces 
might have to fight in Quemoy 
and Matsu. A majority seems 
to agree with United States 
allies that there is no moral, 


‘legal or strategic basis for tak- 


ing the fight to the Chinese 
Reds on their coastal islands. 
These reservations do not 
apply to Formosa — though 
Adlai Stevenson has successfully 
raised new questions about For- 
mosa’s future. Dulles’s critics 
were alert to the possible im- 
plication that he wanted to try 
the more popular cause before 
the jury of public opinion. 
The State Department let it 
be known that his aim was to 
emphasize to the African-Asian 
conference now meeting in Indo- 
nesia that while their Red China 
associate, Chou En-lai, was talk- 
ing sweetly, his country was 
acting very differently indeed.

Backs Aims of Conference. 


The government of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China fully 
agrees to the aims of the Asian- 
African conference as defined 
by the Prime Ministers of five 
South Asian countries in a joint 
communique of the Bogor con- 
ference. We hold that, in order 
to promote world peace and co- 
operation, the countries of Asia 
and Africa should first of all, 
in line with their common in- 
terest, seek good will and co- 
operation among themselves and 
establish friendliness and neigh- 
borly relations. India, Burma 
and China have affirmed five 
principles of peaceful coexist- 
ence as guiding principles in 


'their mutual relations. 


These principles have received 
support from more and more 
countries. Following these prin- 
ciples China and Indonesia have 
already achieved good results in 
their preliminary talks on the 
question of the nationality of 
citizens of one country residing 
in the other. During the Geneva 
conference China also expressed 
its readiness to develop friendly 
relations with the Indochinese 
states on the basis of these five 
principles. There is no reason 
why relations between China 
and Thailand, the Philippines 
and other neighboring countries 
cannot be improved on the basis 
of these five principles. 

China ig ready to establish 
normal relations with other 
Asian and African countries 
on the basis of strict adher- 
ence to these principles and 
is willing to promote normal- 
ization of relations between 
China and Japan. In order 
to promote mutual under- 
standing and cooperation 
among wus, we propose that 
governments, parliaments and 
peoples’ organizations of the 
Asian and African countries 
make friendly visits to each 
other’s countries.

TEXT OF CHOU’S 
SECONDARY SPEECH 


Following ts the text of the sup- 
plementary speech by Chou: 


My main speech has been 
mimeographed and is being dis- 
tributed to you. 

After listening to speeches 
delivered by the heads of many 
delegations, I would like to 
make some supplementary re- 
marks. 


The Chinese delegation has 
come here to seek unity and 
not to quarrel. 

We Communists do not hide 
the fact that we believe in Com- 
munism and that we consider 
the socialist system a good one. 
There is no need at this con- 
ference to publicize one’s ideol- 
ogy and the political system of 
one’s country, although differ- 
ences do exist among us. 

The Chinese delegation has 
come here to seek common 
ground, not to create diver- 
gence. 

Is there any basis for com- 
mon ground among us? Yes, 
there is. The overwhelming 
majority of Asian and African 
countries and peoples have suf- 
fered and still are suffering 
from the calamities of colonial- 


ism. 

This is acknowledged by all 

of us. 
If we seek common ground in 
doing away with the sufferings 
and calamitiés under’ colonial- 
ism, it will be easy for us to 
have mutual understanding and 
respect, mutual sympathy and 
support, instead of mutual sus- 
picion and fear, mutual exclu- 
sion and antagonism. -_ 

That is why we agree to the 

four purposes of the Asian~- 

African conference declared by 

the Prime Ministers of the five 

countries at the Bogor confer- 
ence and do not make any other 
roposal. 

, As for the tension created 
solely by the United States in 
the area of Taiwan (Formosa), 
we could have submitted for 
deliberation by the conference 
an item such as the proposal 
made by the Soviet Union for 


seeking a settlement through 
an international conference. 
The will of the Chinese 


modern nations. 

We Communists are atheists, 
but we respect all those who 
have religious belief. We 
hope that those with religious 
belief will also respect those 
without. 

China is a country where 
there is freedom of religious 
belief. There are in China 
not only 7,000,000 Commu- 
nists, but also tens of millions 
of Moslems and Buddhists and 
millions of Protestants and 
Catholics. Here in. the Chi- 
nese delegation is a _ pious 
Imam of the Islamtic faith. 

Such a situation is no ob- 
stacle to the internal unity of 
China. 

Why should it be impossible 
in the community of Asian and 
African countries to unite those 
with religious belief and those 
without? The days of instigating 
religious strife should have 
passed, because those who profit 
from instigating such strife are 
not those among us. 

Thirdly, I would like to talk 
about the question of so-called 
subversive activities. 

The struggle of the Chinese 
people against colonialism lasted 
for more than 100 years. 

The national and democratic 
revolutionary struggles led by 
the Chinese Communist party 
finally . achieved success only 
after a strenuous and difficult 
course of 30 years. 

At last, the Chinese people 
have chosen their state sys- 

tem and the present gov 
ment. It is by the efforts of 
the Chinese people that the 
Chinese revolution has won 
its victory. It is certainly not 
imported from without. This 
point cannot be denied even 
by those who do not like the 
victory of the Chinese revolu- 
tion. 

As a Chinese proverb says, 
“Do not do unto others what 
you yourself do not desire.” 

} On the basis of strict adher- 
ence to the five principles, we 
are prepared to establish nor- 
mal relations with all Asian and 
African countries, with all the 
countries of the world, and, first 
of all with our neighboring 
countries. 

The problem at present is not 
that we are carrying out sub- 
versive activities against gov- 
ernments of other countries, but 
that there are people who are 
establishing bases around China 
in order to carry out subversive 
activities against China.

26 Senators Ask FPC to 

~ Defer Actions Till 
Congress Votes on 
U.S. Project Bills. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP) 
—Twenty-six Senators asked the 
Federal Power Commission yes- 
terday to defer action on appli- 
eations for private power dams 
fn the Snake river until Con- 
gress acts on bills to authorize 
@ proposed federal Hell’s Can- 
yon project. 

- The Senators, co-sponsors of 
‘one of five such bills, said in a 
‘Yetter to FPC Chairman Jerome 
‘K. Kuykendall that Congress de- 
sires to retain jurisdiction over 
‘the Hell’s Canyon reach of the 
‘Snake, which borders Idaho and 
‘Oregon, 

They asked that, pending ac- 
tion by Congress, the FPC hold 
up action on the Idaho Power 
Co.’s applications for licenses to 
construct three dams _ which 
would flood the proposed fed- 
eral Hell’s Canyon dam site. 

Referral of the five. authoriza- 
tion bills to appropriate Senate 
and House committees follow- 
ing their introduction last 
month, the Senators _ said, 
“shows, in our opinion, the de- 
sire of the Congress to retain 
jurisdiction of the Hell’s Canyon 
development.” 

The Senators said the Senate 
Interior Committee, with House 
Interior Committee members 
sitting in, held hearings on the 
Senate’s Hell’s Canyon bill in 
the Pacific Northwest last week. 
It said another hearing will be 
scheduled here or in the area 
to get engineering and economic 
testimony. 

The letter was signed by Sen- 
ators Murray (Dem.), Montana, 
Interior Committee chairman; 
Morse (Dem.), Oregon, author 
of the Senate bill, and 23 other 
Democrats and one Republican. 

Democrats who signed the let- 
ter, besides Murray and Morse: 

Anderson, New Mexico; Chavez, 
New Mexico; Mansfield, Mon- 
tana: Neuberger, Oregon; Mag- 
nuson, Washington; Hennings, 
Missouri; Hill, Alabama; Mc- 
Namara, Michigan; Scott, North 
Carolina; Douglas, Illinois; Sym- 
ington, Missouri; Kefauver, Ten- 
nessee: Fulbright, Arkansas; 
O’Mahoney, Wyoming; Clements, 
Kéntucky; Lehman, New York; 
Green, Rhode Island; Humph- 
rey, Minnesota; Sparkman, Ala- 
bama; Kerr, Oklahoma; John- 
ston, South Carolina, and Gore, 
Tennessee. 

The Republican signer was 
Langer of North Dakota. 

Legislation to authorize the 
half-billion-dollar federal Hell's 
Canyon dam in the deepest riv- 
er canyon on the continent has 
been offered at the last two ses- 
sions of Congress. 

Idaho Power Co. for several 
years has sought permission to 
construct three dams in the area 
at an estimated cost of $133,- 
000,000. Its applications, sub- 
ject of a year-long FPC hearing 
which ended last July, are pend- 
ing before an FPC examiner and 
will probably be ruled on by the 
FPC itself sometime this year.

Defying Death on High Wire 


Josephine Berosini 'Had to Go Back' After Brother Died

NEW YORK, April 20 (INS). 


W 


hat does a high wire artist 
think about while walki 
50 feet above ground—wi 
no net underneath? 

“How to stay up, of course,” 
laughs blonde and beautiful 
Josephine Berosini. “You don't 
have time to think about any- 
thing but your balance.” 

Miss Berosini, “queen of the 
high wire,” dances 55 feet above 
ground twice a day for Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus. 

Hers is truly a death-defying 
act, and Miss Berosini is the 
last member of her family to try 
it. Her brother died in nt of 
her eyes in a plunge from that 
same high wire a few years ago. 

The green-eyed circus queen 
was shocked ifto retirement. But 
two months later, she was back 
on the high wire, smiling. 

I had to go back,” she ex- 
plained. “My family has been 
in the circus fcr five gener~ 
ations. I was trained for the 
high wire since I was five. I 
walked the wire alone when I 
was six. So I came back, but I 
was scared to death.” 

She's nét that scared any 
more. But the nervous strain 
of performing on a high wire 
loftier than that used by any 
other circus artist has her on a 
schedule of vitamin shots. 

Even audiences feel the 
strain, gasping as the slim 29- 
year-old blonde walks up an al- 
most-perpendicular wire, with- 
out a balancing pole, to get to 
her aerial “stage.” On the high 
wire, she dances, rides a bicycle 
and even walks across while clad 
in a, black sack. Then she makes 


| her exit walking down the 45- 


degree angled wire to the 
ground, 

Underneath her, moving step 
by step on the ground with her 
every step in the air, is a hand- 
some, mustached dark-haired 
man, unobtrustively clad in a 
circus uniform. He is Miss Bero- 
sini’s husband, Alexander Kon- 
yot, and a circus star himself. 

During his own act, Konyot 
is the rider who takes the cen- 
ter ring for an exhibition of 
fancy horseback riding. But in 
his wife’s act, Konyot plays the 
unannounced role of “human 
net.” 

“Alex is there to break my 
fall if anything happens,” 
Berosini explained. “I cannot 
see him—for I must keep my 
eyes fixed six or eight feet 
ahead on the wire—but I know 
he is there.”

Until the elrcus stars were 
married two years ago, Miss 
Berosini’s father walked under 
her. Now her father and mother, 
both ex-high wire artists, are re- 
tired and live with their daugh- 
ter and son-in-law in Miami. The 
home is small, but the yard is 
big and has both a high wire 
and a horse ring, so Josephine 
and her husband can practice 
between seasons. 

When not at home in Miami, 
Miss Berosini keeps house in a 
railroad compartment. She pre- 


fers housekeeping the four “off- 
season” months in a home that 
stands still, and is looking for- 
ward to eventual retirement and 
raising a family. 

She won't raise her future 
children as high-wire artists, 
however, explaining: 

“There will be no more Bero- 
sinis on the high wire—not only 
because of my brother’s death, 
but because I have seen my 
mother’s face as she watched her 
children perform. It is more 
strain for a mother to watch 
than for the child to learn.”

OU move your hands more 

often than any other part of

more than you realize about you 
and your personality. 

No matter how beautiful the 
woman or how lovely her hands 
might be, nervous highly-strung 
or ‘worried little gestures will de- 
tract from her charm.

Notes on Gutters. 

If gutters are not properly 
hung so that the water drains out 
of them the way it should, it will 
pour over the sides and stain 
the exterior walls of your house. 

What's more, under certain 
conditions it will even work it- 
self way through a joint or open 
seam in the siding and spoil the 
interior walls and ceilings. This 
is also true of downspouts. 

Another thing about improper- 
ly hung gutters is that they 
allow water to run down the 
side of the house erroding out 
the soil around the foundations 
and often causing leaks in the 
basement walls or floors. Leaky 
gutters are just as bad as im- 
properly hung gutters. 

Adjusting a gutter is not much 
fun but it’s not the most difficult 
job in the world either. You 
need some hangers and a level 
so you can check the gutter to 
be sure that it slants along its 


entire length toward the epen- 
ing at one end. Watch out for 
Sags where the gutter is not 
properly supported. 

A simple way to patch a wood 
or metal gutter is to clear the 
area where it has rusted or leaks 
and then give it a coat of roofing 
cement. Now press a good size 
piece of building paper into this 
cement to act as a patch and 


then coat the exposed side of 


the paper with more roofing ce- 
ment. It’s not a pretty patch but 
it’s effective and no one will ever 
see it anyhow. There are fabrics 
on the market these days which 
are even better as a patch than 
the building paper. They are sold 
at hardware stores. 

If the gutters are in very bad 
shape and you can’t afford to do 
anything about them now, we 
were serious about getting along 
without them. You'll have less 
trouble without any gutters at 
all than with defective ones.

Their elders, on the principle that frustra- 
tion meant mental distress if not illness, allowed them to 
go their own way and do whatever their untrained impulses, 
ignorance and wilfulness suggested. The result was un- 
happy. Permissiveness brought on the ills that frustrations 
threatened.

AS USUAL the better road was the middle one: some 
obedience demanded, some permissiveness allowed. Both 
are required to bring a child to a wholesome intelligent 
self-reliance. Little children, those under 6 years, roughly 
measuring, need steady guidance and control for their 
safety and for the growth of their understanding of their 
relationship to the things and people about them. 

When a child reaches that stage of development when 
~ he can compare and make a choice between two ways or 
~ two things, let him do so and then make sure that he abides 

by his choice like it or no. That sort of experience will en- 
able him to learn discrimination of choice and of conduct. 
He will learn self-control by that road.

Missouri-Born Claire Rochelle Quit Acting Career 
To Build Business Handling |,500,000 Letters a Year

HOLLYWOOD, April 20 

HE idolatry of fans for their 

movie, television and radio 

favorites is a wondrous thing 
to behold. Witness: 

Marlon Brando, handsome 
roughneck of “On the Water- 
front” and other movies, re- 
ceives an average of five mar- 
riage proposals a week. Robert 
Wagner gets exquisite little 
pewter gifts from a well-to-do 
tan to add to his private col- 
lection. Many other stars con- 
stantly are showered with gifts 
ranging from Hawaiian shirts 
to expensive oil paintings. 

Most of the gifts are donated 
to charity. But the outpouring of 
such presents, great as it is, 
seems like a trickle compared to 
the tremendous flow of fan mail 
that engulfs Hollywood. The 
mail cannot be given to char- 
ity, and that simple fact poses a 
crucial problem in the busy lives 
of the entertainment celebrities. 

That’s where Claire Rochelle 
comes in. Claire is an attractive, 
buoyant Missouri-born woman 
with a meticulous mind for de- 
tail and a quick knack for get- 
ting along with the stars and 
protecting their interests. Seven 
years ago, tiring of a fairly suc- 
cessful career aS an actress— 
when she gave it up she was 
earning $750 a week—she con- 
ceived the idea of running a fan 
mail service. 

Born in Kansas City, the 
daughter of the late Rev. How- 
ard L. Frizelle and Mrs. Frizelle, 
who lives here, Claire was 
raised in an environment that 
gave her a deep understanding 
of the emotions and needs of 
many people. This eame in 
handy for the fan mail service, 
for she must not only correspond 
with the multitude of fans who 


regularly write to their favorites 
in Hollywood, but also confer 
and consort with the stars them- 
selves. 

The stars trust in her and con- 
fide in her, and she zealously 
keeps their confidence. 

“It’s a Lonely Hearts Club 
and everything else,” she told 
the Post-Dispatch with a laugh. 
“But I love every bit of it, I 
really do. 

“Of course there are times, as 
in all other businesses, when 
I want to blow my top. But 
after a good night’s sleep, I’m 
ready to go again.” 

Since she launched the busi- 
ness of handling stars’ fan mail 
she hasn’t had a vacation, but 
she’s thinking of taking one any 
year now. The first four years 
the new business went slowly. 
Claire put substantia! funds into 
it and took virtually nothing out. 
Then things took an upturn. 
Today she has a unique monop- 
oly that responds to more than 
1,500,000 letters annually for 250 
stars and television shows—and 
the business is growing all the 
time.

ISS ROCHELLE and her 
M husband, Leo Hirsch, a one- 
time Boston motion picture 
distributor, jointly own the Unit- 
ed Fan Club, which gives organ- 
izational guidance and continu- 
ing direction to hundreds of fan 
clubs throughout the nation, and 
the Fan Mail Service, devoted 
to prompt and diplomatic re- 
sponse to the letters, telegrams 
and gifts received by the stars. 
Their tastefully-decorated one- 
story office building on Holly- 
wood’s famous “Strip” is a bee- 
hive of activity. In addition to 
five assistants there, Claire has 


from 10 to 14 “outside women,” 
handicapped physically or eco- 
nomically, whom she employs in 
their homes to address envel- 
opes. 

In one large rear room are 
compartments assigned to each 
star, containing thousands of 
photographs of the star for mail- 
ing (most letters ask for an auto- 
graphed picture). On a large 
table nearby is a mountain of 
gifts, all beautifully wrapped. 
In other rooms girls are busily 
at work in the efficiently com- 
partmentalized fan mail factory. 

But Miss Rochelle, as she is 
known professionally, doesn’t 
think of it as a factory at all. 
She’s far too attentive to indi- 
vidual needs to call it that. And 
she bristles at the notion that 
the stars themselves don’t care 
about their mail.

“People have a mistaken im- 
pression of him,” said the green- 
eyed, red-haired Miss Rochelle. 
“He is supposed to have no con- 
cern for his fans.:The exact op- 
posite is true. He is very inter- 
ested in the letters and insists 
that they be answered promptly 
and properly. 

“He never would permit the 
creation of a fan club for him 
unless it is set up for charitable 
purposes. Now a girl in New 
York has done that, and he’s 
very interested in it.”

ACTFUL replies are made to 

such letters, but romance- 

bent correspondents are 
never encouraged. The stars 
themselves give Miss Rochelle 
their reactions and suggestions, 
by telephone or in frequent con- 
ferences at the movie or televi- 
sion studios, the stars’ homes or 
at Miss Rochelle’s office. Many 
of her clients make it a point to 
drop into the office a few hours 
every few days to look over the 
mail and gifts, sign photographs 
and hash over fan club plans 
with Miss Rochelle. 


Much of the mail sent stars is * 


intercepted at the local post 
offices, by prearrangement, and 
sent directly to Miss Rochelle. 
Other mail is picked up regular- 
ly at the movie lots. The volume 
of mail a star receives is a sure 
indicator of his public popular- 
ity, which may rise or fall de- 
pending on such factors as the 
release of a new movie, the run- 
ning of a “hit” television show, 
newspaper publicity, and sim- 
ilar developments. 

“Our latest sensation,” said 
Miss Rochelle, “is George Gobel, 
the television comedian. When 
we started with him a few 
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months ago, he was getting 
about 50 letters a week. Now the 
figure is nearly 1000 a week, and 
it’s going up steadily. Everybody 
writes to him—children, old 
people, farmers.” 


Brando and Gobel are among 
the top mail draws. Others in- 
clude Audrey Hepburn, Gregory 
Peck, Glenn Ford, Gary Cooper 
and Jane Russell. The fan. let- 
ters come from all sections of 
the United States and many 
parts of the world; so many 
letters from abroad are received, 
in fact, that Miss Rochelle made 
arrangements to have the stamps 
carefully removed and sent to 
the Catholic Sisters of Social 
Service. They are bought by a 
collector in the Orient and the 
proceeds go for rice for Korean 
orphans. 


The requests for photographs, 
of course, are fairly easy to 
handle. The cost to the star runs 
from seven to 15 cents for each 
response on these, depending on 
the size of the photo. Average 
bill for each sfar is between $300 
and $500 a month, but the most 
popular ones have to shell out 
as much as $1500 a month to 
keep their writing fans happy. 


Not all of the letters are 
sweetness and light. There are 
a few crank letters, crackpot 
missives and undiluted critical 
ones. When a letter is abusive, 
Miss Rochelle has it filed away. 
If the same correspondent re- 
peats it, the letters are turned 
over to postal authorities. 


For Miss Rochelle, it’s all in a 
day’s work. “I sincerely love it,” 
she said, “but I don’t seek 
glamour in it. That’s for the 
stars.” 

That’s been her attitude ever 
since she decided to abandon 
her own active career for the 
world of letters. She got started 
by going to Howard Duff, the 
Sam Spade of radio, and asking 
him what he did with his flood 
of fan mail. Duff was having a 
time with it, and was delighted 
to have her take it off his hands. 
She’s been in a flappy uproar 
ever since.

Contract 
Bridge

HE ELEMENT of luck, which 
is relatively small at any 
form of bridge, is further 
réduced at duplicate play. This, 
however, does not mean it is 


eliminated, not by any means. 


Instead of the “luck of the 
cards,” there is the new factor 
of running up against the 
“wrong” opponents on certain 
deals. If this seems cryptic, let’s 
look at a hand: — 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

@J1065 
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Some Norths opened with one 
club, others with one no-trump, 
and the bidding varied consider- 
ably thereafter, but in almast 
every case South became 
clarer at a four-spade contract. 
Moreover, in almost every case 
that contract was fulfilled, and 
without the various declarers 
even being aware that a prob- 
lem of play had existed. 

One expert declarer, however, 
did not have smooth sailing, 
simply because he was unlucky 
enough to draw expert oppo- 
nents and to know that they 
were expert. Let’s follow his 
fortunes: 

West opened the four of dia- 
monds (just as other Wests did). 
Declarer put up the 10 from 
dummy, hoping for a cover, but 
of course East couldn’t oblige 
and declarer had to win the 
trick. South then went to dum- 
my with a club and returned the 
jack of trumps, letting it ride. 
West won and shifted to the 
deuce of hearts. The queen was 
put up, and East played the 
heart nine. Declarer led another 
trump; West won and led the 
seven of hearts. 

Now, under most. circum- 
stances, South would have had 
no problem. As a matter of fact, 
not even a minor dilemma would 
have arisen. The average West 
would not have underled the 
heart ace even once; and the 
average East, if he held™ the 
heart ace, would have captured 
the queen. Thus, blessed with 
most opponents, South couldn’t 
go wrong. But this was differ- 
ent! South was very sure of 
two things: that particular West 
was quite capable of twice un- 
derleading the ace, and that par- 
ticular East, holding either the 
ace or the jack would bolster 
his partner’s possible deceptive 
effort by playing the nine. In 
other words, the fact that this 
East had not played the ace was 
not the slightest evidence that 
he didn’t have the ace! 

The rest, of course, is anti-cli- 
max. South guessed wrong—he 
decided to play East for the 
heart ace, and so ducked the 
lead in dummy. Down one.

The foot 
doctors who conducted this survey estimated that the aver- 
age woman takes around 19,000 steps in the course of her 
at-home marathon each day, and urged women to wear 
proper footwear in order to cut down accidents as well 
as fatigue. 

These doctors warned that rubber soles in contact with 
wet or highly polished asphalt or rubber tiles, or linoleum, 
may skid in the same way rubber tires skid on asphalt on 
a wet highway. They recommended a low-heeled walking 
shoe, with a broad heel, flexible leather soles and support- 
ing leather uppers.

for maintaining health as are 
the calories with which We are 
acquainted. 

We must have certain min- 
erals for building and repairing 
bones and tissues. We also need 
them for their aid in keeping 
the intricate body mechanism 
efficient. It has been estimated 
that nine different minerals are 
constituents of the body. 

The importance of some of 
these is only realized when they 
are, or have been, deficient in 
the diet. The lack of calcium 
and phosphorus in the diet of a 
child will result in poor body 
structure. Without the proper 
amount of iron a child may be 
anemic. Iodine is a mineral that 
is needed by both children and 
adults. Except in regions where 
this is not a natural constituent 
of water, the proper amount of 
this is automatically obtained. 
The lack of it, however, may 
cause goiter. 

Measured by weight, the re- 
quirements for the above-men- 
tioned minerals seem exceeding- 
ly small. All of them have im- 
portant functions in keeping the 
body in balance. 

The best way to insure an 
adequate supply of minerals is 
through the selection of a varied 
diet. We turn to milk for eal- 
cium and phosphorus, to meat, 
eggs, vegetables and fruit, and 
sometimes to our water supply, 
for others. 

Salmon Fritters 

Ingredients: One and one- 
fourth cups sifted flour: one- 
fourth cup cornmeal; one tea- 
spoon salt; one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder; one tea- 
spoon paprika; one egg slightly 
beaten; three-fourths cup milk 
and salmon liquor; two cups cut 
salmon. 

Sift together the dry ingredi- 
ents. Mix egg with liquid. Stir 
into batter.* Fold in salmon. 
Drop by tablespoonsful into deep 
hot fat. Fry about four minutes 
until golden brown. Drain on 
soft paper. Yield: Six servings.
